Since then, 
140 lots have been sold and 40 mountain homes have been 
constructed, with seven or eight additional new homes planned this 
year. On the privately-owned Sequoia Crest property is the 
equivalent of some 600 more lots that will be opened through a 
master subdivision plan during future years. Sequoia Crest is located 
generally on the north slope of Jordan peak, in the Redwoods, with 
scenic views across the Sierra into the valley, and up the expanse of 
the north Tule watershed into the high country.

THE DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 


(Ed. Note: We herewith print the Declaration of Independence 
with the hope that those inclined toward hippeeism, yippeeism, 
revolution, tyranny, lawlessness and general disruption of America’s 
political and social system, will read it, thoughtfully, and, having 
done so, will thereafter refrain from justifying senseless words and 
lawless action with the glib comment, “What’s wrong with 
revolution? America was born in revolt.” We’re sick and tired of this 
approach because there is no correlary between the American 
Revolution and the situation in America today.) 


DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE 
In Congress, July 4, 1776, 


The unanimous Declaration of the thirteen united States of America. 


When in the Course of human events, it becomes necessary for 
one people to dissolve the political bands which have connected 
them with another, and to assume among the Powers of the earth, 
the separate and equal station to which the Laws of Nature and of 
Nature’s God entitle them, a decent respect to the opinions.of 
mankind requires that they should declare the causes which impel 
them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their Creator with certain 


-. ‘unalienable Rights, that among these are Life, Liberty and the: 


pursuit of Happiness. That to secure these rights, Governments are 
instituted among Men, deriving their just powers from the consent of 
the governed, That whenever any Form of Government becomes 
destructive of these ends, it is the Right of the People to alter or to 
abolish it, and to institute new Government, laying its foundation on 
such principles and organizing its powers in such form, as to them 
shall seem most likely to effect their Safety and Happiness. 
Prudence, indeed, will dictate that Governments long established 
should not be changed for light and transient causes; and accordingly 
all experience hath shown, that mankind are more disposed to 
suffer, while evils are sufferable, than to right themselves by 
abolishing the forms to which they are accustomed. But when a long 
train of abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariably the same Object 
evinces a design to reduce them under absolute Despotism, it is their 
right, it is their duty, to throw off such Government, and to provide 
new Guards for their future security.—Such has been the patient 
sufferance of these Colonies; and such is now the necessity which 


constrains them to alter their former Systems of Government. The 


history of the present King of Great Britain is a history of repeated 
injuries and usurpations, all having in direct object the establishment 
of an absolute Tyranny over these States. To prove this, let Facts be 
submitted to a candid world.

the State remaining in the mean time exposed to all the dangers of 
‘invasion from without, and convulsions within. ‘ 

_ _ He has endeavoured to prevent the population of these States; for 
that purpose obstructing the Laws for Naturalization of Foreigners; 
_tefusing to pass others to encourage their migration hither, and- 

_Taising the conditions of new Appropriations of Lands. 

He has obstructed the Administration of Justice, by refusing his 
Assent to Laws for establishing Judiciary Powers. 

He has made Judges dependent on his Will alone, for the tenure 
of their offices, and the the amount and payment of their salaries. 

He has erected a :multitude of New Offices, and sent hither 
_ swarms of Officers to harass our People, and eat out their substance. 

He has kept among us, in times of peace, Standing Armies 
without the Consent of our legislature. 

He has affected to render the Military independent of and 
superior to the Civil Power. 

He has combined with others to subject us to a jurisdiction 
foreign to our constitution, and unacknowledged by our laws; giving 
his Assent to their acts of pretended legislation: 

For quartering large bodies of armed troops among us: 

For protecting them, by a mock Trial, from Punishment for any 
Murders which they should commit on the Inhabitants of these 
States: : 

For cutting off our Trade with all parts of the world: 

For imposing taxes on us without our Consent: 

For depriving us in many cases, of the benefits of Trial by Jury: 

For transporting us beyond Seas to be tried for pretended 
offences: 

For abolishing the free System of English Laws in a neighbouring 
Province, establishing therein an Arbitrary government, and 
enlarging its Boundaries so as to render it at once an example and fit 
instrument for introducing the same absolute rule into these 
Colonies: 

For taking away our Charters, abolishing our most valuable Laws, 
and altering fundamentally the Forms of our Governments: 

For suspending our own Legislature, and declaring themselves 
invested with Power to legislate for us in all cases whatsoever.

A Prince, whose character is thus 
marked by every act which may define a Tyrant, is unfit to be the 
tuler of a free People. 

Nor have We been wanting in attention to our British brethren. 
We have warned them from time to time of attempts by their 
legislature to extend an unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. We have. 
reminded them of the circumstances of our emigration and 
Settlement here. We have appealed to their native justice and 
magnanimity, and we have conjured them by the ties of our 
common kindred to disavow these usurpations, which, would 
inevitably interrupt our connections and correspondence. They too 
have been deaf to the voice of justice and of consanguinity. We 
must, therefore, acquiesce in the necessity, which denounces ours 
Separation, and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind, Enemies 
in War, in Peace Friends. 

We, therefore, the Representatives of the united States of 
America, in General Congress, Assembled, appealing to the Supreme 
Judge of the world for the rectitude of our intentions, do, in the 
Name, and by Authority of the good People of these Colonies, 
solemnly publish and declare, That these United Colonies are, and of 
Right ought to be Free and Independent States; that they are 
Absolved from all Allegiance to the British Crown, and that all 
political connection between them and the State of Great Britain, is 
and ought to be totally dissolved; and that as Free and Independent 
States, they have full Power to levy War, conclude Peace, contract’ 
Alliances, establish Commerce, and to do all other Acts and Things 
which Independent States may of right do. And for the support of 
this Declaration, with a firm reliance on the Protection of Divine 
Providence, we mutually pledge to each other our Lives, our 
Fortunes and our sacred Honor.

Rabbit Season 
Opens Saturday 


In California 


SACRAMENTO: — 
California’s 1970-71 rabbit 
hunting season opens statewide 
Saturday, July 4, with prospects. 
rated about the same or slightly 
better than a year ago. 

The season will continue 
through January 31, 1971 with a 
daily bag and possession limit of 
five brush, cottontail and pigmy 
rabbits and varying hare, singly 
or in the aggregate of species. 

Hunters are reminded that 
there is no closed season or bag 
limit on jack rabbits, but a valid 
hunting license is required to 
take them. 

The Department of Fish and 
Game estimates that last year 
106,400 hunters went after 
brush and cottontail rabbits and 
bagged about 628,900 or an 
average of six per hunter for the 
season,

So far I have heard of no one

If I should ask 
the question as to what July 
Fourth is to the people in the 
United States they would all

~ -]T can remember when I was a 
small boy I always looked 
forward to the Fourth of July. 
Even those days small kids were 
not permitted to. set off 
fireworks but could watch older 
ones fire them. If some kids had 
a dollars worth I thought them 
rich because when I was large 
enough I was lucky to have one 
or two packages of firecrackers. 

I can remember the old 
Methodist church in Plano where 
nearly all of the community 
attended ’till the congregation 
united with the Methodist 
church in Porterville. 

July Fourth was a big day for 
picnicking, playing games and 
swimming in the river. To start 
the day off real early, there was 
a man by the name of John 
Kahler who had a_ small 
blacksmith shop, who about 
four or five o’clock in the 
morning would place the 
bottoms of two anvils together’ 
and fill the holes of each with 
black powder and a fuse. When 
that exploded you could hear it 
for miles. Everyone was on the 


| stir to get breakfast over, and 


picnic lunches fixed to get going. 

Everyone went up to the W.J.: 
Perkins place which was north 
and east of the present State 
hospital. There was a large sand 
flat down next to the river 
where the women spread out 
their table cloths end to end 
making one real long table to 


squatted or sat on the sand to . 


eat, and believe me it was a feed. 
Plenty of ice cream and cake was 
to be had by all. After the feed, 
everything was picked up and 
put in» the buggies, then the 
games started. 

Small kids would play drop 
the handkerchief while the older 
ones would have sack ‘races, 
three legged race, foot races, 


then tug of: war with the men’ 


then the boys. Girls those days 
wore longer dresses, their panties 
being made out of flour sacks a 
lot of times. I recall of seeing a 
quite large girl fall out full 
length, causing her dress to flip 
over her head. Plain to be seen 
were two large letters across the 
seat. of her panties, ““A1” which 
signified they were made froma 
Globe A1 flour sack. 

Another embarrassing 
happening of the day was when 
a young man, who was visiting 
here from Oklahoma, had to go 
to the toilet, and that was to go 
to the bushes_as there were no 
toilets available. Well, no toilet 


paper being available either he' 


grabbed a likely looking soft 
weed. 

Little did he know, but this 
nice looking weed happened to 
be nettles and he became a very 
serious problem. Very quietly he 
came up to the people he was 
with, telling them what he had 
done, so very shortly that family 
left for. home. Everyone who 
knew about it thought it quite 
funny, but he didn’t, as it took 
two days to get rid of the 
nettle’s sting. That taught him 
you couldn’t even trust the 
beautiful weeds even though 
they were pretty and innocent. 

These large community 
gatherings seemed to quit right 
after World War I started in 
Europe.

DUFFY BILL 


SEEKS ACTION 
ON WELFARE GAP 


SACRAMENTO — 


“Assemblyman Gordon Duffy, 


chairman of the Assembly 
Health and Welfare committee, 
has . introduced a hard-hitting 
resolution aimed at forcing 
Congressional action on 
changing provisions of federal 
welfare law which now permit 
families with substantial earned 
incomes to _ receive welfare 
benefits. 

**Recent revelations. of 
California cases with combined 
earnings and welfare grants in 
excess of $1,000 a month for a 
single family have disturbed me 
greatly,” said Duffy. “The fact 
that such situations are rare, and 


perfectly legal, under. current’ 


federal law does not change my 
sense of outrage. When I hear of 
a select few families who can 


‘legally enjoy welfare benefits 


although their total income is 
three, four or even five times 
that of many working families, I 
must insist that laws permitting 
this inequity be changed.” 

The federal law attacked by 
the Duffy resolution was passed 
by Congress in 1967. It requires 
local welfare departments to 
ignore the first $30 per month 
earned income of a_ family 
receiving Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC), 
plus one-third of all earned 
income over $30. 

Since work-related expenses 
such as transportation, union 
dues, Social Security taxes, etc. 
are also exempted, a few families 
have been able to have sizable 
earnings anu still receive 
substantial welfare grants. 

A rash of recent reports on 
this situation included a case in 
Alameda County in which an 
AFDC recipient had a total 
income of almost $14,000 a 
year.

PORTERVILLE —- It is 
unlawful to drink alcohol in any 


vehicle upon any street or 


highway in California or to have 


“an opened container of alcoholic 


beverage in the passenger section 


of the vehicle or in the glove 


compartment, Lieutenant EJ. 
Heringer of the California 
Highway patrol states. 

The only exception to these 
requirements of the Vehicle 
code is that passengers in taxis, 
buses, or the living quarters of a 
housecar or camper may possess 
and drink intoxicating beverages. 

Bottles of alcoholic beverages 
on which the seal has been 
broken must be kept in the 
trunk of the vehicle, if the 
vehicle has a trunk. On other 
types of vehicles, such as-station 
wagons, the bottles must be 
stowed in another area not 
occupied by the passengers. 

It is completely illegal to 
drink from pocket flasks, beer 
cans, or glasses of alcoholic 
beverages carried home from a 
bar or party while in a motor

State Law Is Tough On Carrying 
Alcoholic Beverages In Vehicle 


vehicle on a public street. It is 
illegal to have a pocket flask, on 
which the seal has been broken, 
in one’s possession in the 
vehicle. 

For minors, the prohibitions 
are more stringent than they are 
for adults. People under 21 years 
of age may not have alcoholic 
beverages in their possession in a 
vehicle even if the seal is not 
broken. 

A closed six-pack of beer, for 
instance, is unlawful, if 
transported by a driver under 21 
years of age in the passenger area 
of the vehicle. A minor in 
violation of this law may have 
his vehicle impounded, if he is 
the registered owner, and may 
have his driving license 
suspended for 15 to 30 days. 

The only exception to’ the 


teenage provisions are minors - 


driving or riding with a parent or 
guardian and employed minors 
whose work involves delivery of 
alcoholic beverages.

Farm Program 
Payments Being 
Made In County 


VISALIA — Farm program 
payment drafts are being 
received in the Tulare County 
ASCS Office and issued to 
producers, according to MLL. 
Rogers, chairman of the County 
ASC committee. 

“By the end of May, about 
325,000 data sheets had been 
received in the ASCS computer 
center in New Orleans. By the 
end of August when farm 
program payments are expected 
to be substantially completed, 
we anticipate that about 2.25 
million data sheets will have 
been received and processed,” he 
said. ; 

Some 193 producers are 
participating in the feed grain 
program, 123 in the wheat 
program, and 1,658 in the 
cotton program in Tulare county 
this year. The programs are 
voluntary. In return for 
participation, producers earn 
price-support payments, are 
eligible for price-support loans, 
and may earn diversion 
payments for feed grain and 
wheat. To earn these payments, 
they limit production of the 
program crops, and set aside 
cropland acres for conserving 
uses that protect the soil.
